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In  weeks  that  have  followed  the  FCC  decision, 
a  number  of  interesting  developments  have 
taken  place.  Our  anomeys  in  Washington  filed  a 
request  with  the  FCC  for  an  advance  ruling  on 
whether  our  sister  station  in  New  York,  WBAl 
could  broadcast  its  annual  June  16th,  reading  of 
James  Joyce's  Ulysses.  Without  identifying  the 
work  an  excerpt  from  the  novel's  last  chapter, 
Molly  Bloom's  soliloquy,  was  sent  to  the  FCC 
for  an  advance  ruling  to  determine  if  the  lan- 
guage would  be  objectionable.  The  excerpt  in 
question  was  forwarded  to  FCC  Commissioner 
James  Quello,  who  has  been  the  most  vocal 
about  Pacifica's  recent  ruling  and  suggested  even 
harsher  penalties.  Quello  said,  "This  is  the  kind 
of  stuff  you  deck  people  over,  "and  then  issued 
an  advance  ruling  that  the  passage  is  obscene 
enough  to  lead  to  FCC  legal  action.  After  Quello 
had  been  informed  that  the  passage  was  taken 
trom  one  of  the  most  acclaimed  novels  of  the 
20th  century,  he  reversed  himself  and  ruled  that 
the  language  "is  not  objectionable  in  the  context 
i)f  being  a  classic."  He  then  added  however,  "I'm 
amazed  it  made  it  as  a  classic."  Quello  then  cried 
entrapment.  Operation   Molly  clearly  proved 
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several  things.  Firstly,  we  feel  that  the  passage 
from  "The  Jerker"  which  got  KPFK  into  this 
situation  with  the  FCC  was  never  discussed  in 
the  context  of  the  entire  program,  in  any  of  the 
FCC's  written  or  oral  statements;  Secondly,  that 
the  FCC  has  no  clear  guidelines;  and  finally,  that 
these  guidelines  are  subject  to  political  pressure. 
Pacifica  contends,  and  has  since  the  very  begin- 
ning, that  the  FCC  ruling  was  politically  moti- 
vated and  we  will  continue  to  fight  ths  attadc  in 
an  aggressive  and  affirmative  manner. 

An  appeal  has  been  filed  by  Pacifica  in  the 
Court  of  Appeals  for  the  D.C.  Circuit  to  set 
aside  both  the  warning  announced  by  the  FCC 
and  the  threat  to  crimirully  prosecute  Pacifica 
and  its  programmers  and  the  ACLU  of  Southem 
Calitornia  is  fihng  sepcratc  litigation  on  the  chil- 
ling effect  that  the  FCC  ruling  has  had  on  Pacif- 
ica. Lastly,  a  national  fight-back  campaign  has 
been  designed  by  Pacifica  to  define  and  clarify 
the  issues  of  the  case,  Pacifica's  history  and  to 
distinguish  Pacifica  from  the  media's  insistence 
on  lumping  us  with  shock  radio.  We  have  under- 
taken a  tremendous  task  with  the  legal  and  pro- 
motional campaign,  and  it  will  undoubtedly  cost 
us  thousands  of  dollars  in  the  process.  However 
the  only  other  alternative  is  to  lay  down  and  die 
and  we  are  not  about  to  do  that.  We  seek  your 
continued  support  in  this  effon. 

As  we  mentioned  in  last  month's  program
